I  by  General  Averill  to  General  Kelly: 
llutonsville,  Ala.,  Aug.  oO.^General 
I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  safe  re- 
turn of  my  command  to  this  place,  after 
an  expedition  through  :he  counties  of 
Pendleton,  Highland,  Bath,  Greenbrier 
and  Pocahontas.  We  drove  Gen.  Jack- 
son out  of  Pocahontas,  over  the  Warm 
Spring  Mountains,  in  a  series  of  skirm- 
ishes, destroying  their  saltpetre  works 
at  Camp  North-West.  and  a  large  amount 
of  arms,  equipments,  and  stores.

"Genera/:  Yesterday  we  suprised 
over  foui  hundred  lodges  of  hostile  In- 
dians, fought  them,  dispersed  them, 
killed  one  huudred,  and  destroyed  all 
their  camps  and  all  their  property. 

•I  have  iu  my  hands  many  prisoners.

We  publish  the  above  dispatch  from 
General  Pope  to  General  Sibrcy  concern- 
ing the  results  of  General  Sully's  Expe- 
dition, which  was  to  move  and  act  in 
conjunction  with  General  Sibley's  army. 
We  trust  that  it  may  all  be  true,  but  if 
(General  INipc's  immediate  subordinates 
arc  as  mvich  addicted  to  tolling  large 
stories  and  lighting  with  paper  maui- 
festvs  as  hi'  is,  that  dispatch  can  be 
taken  with   many  degrees  of  allowance. 

This  brings  to  mind  an  order  lately 
issued  by  his  Majesty  General  Pope, 
congratulating  General  Sibley  upon  the 
perfect  success  which  crowned  his  ef- 
forts in  ■•cleaning  out"  the  Sioux  na- 
tion. We  think  the'  General  would 
appear  less  rediculous  in  print  it  he 
would  consult  facts  and  be  governed  by 
them,  instead  of  resorting  to  fiction  and 
:i  display  of  rhetoric  with  which  to  gull 
the  public  mind  and  create  heroes  ou^ 
of  such  small  patterns  as  Gen  Sibley. 

Everybody  knows  that  the  expedi- 
lioii  conducted  by" General  Sibley  was  a 
failure  in  detail.  This  his  subordinate 
officers,  and  men  have  all  pronounced  as

The  gl'CJ^t  and  almost  unparalleled 
emigration  that  has  landed  upon  the 
levee  at  Chaskain  the  past  thrct  luonih,** 
has  done  for  your  toAvnand  county  m.tre 
than  j/ca/'s  of  patient  and  hopeful  in- 
dustry, such  as  the  past  have  been, 
could  have  accomplished.  Those  of  you 
who  have  labored  for  years  to  restore 
the  county  to  a  financial  level  with  ad- 
joining counties  that  are  less  fiivored 
and  poorer,  indeed,  and  those  who  have 
been  instrumental  in  directing  so  large 
a  population  to  your  county,  must  look 
upon  the  result  of  your  toil  with  pride 
and  satisfaction.

In  short,   I  AVould 
I  say  to  Capital,  Influence  and  Trade,  you 
I  need    enthusiasm,    and    too,    that  kind 
i  which  will  spurn  the  penny  that  in  due 
'  time  may  secure  the  pound. 
I      I  trust  that  your  citizens  have  at  last 
1  become  convinced  that  the  business  of  a 
i  town  having    the  advantages  of   a  good 
I  back  country,  depends  in  a  great  meas- 
I  ure  upon  the  ease  and  convenience  that 
j  the  produce  of  that  country  can  be  con- 
'  veyed   by  the  producer   to  the  nearest 
!  market.     That  matter  should  claim  your 
I  watchful    attention,     especially    where 
I  there    are    competing  markets  in  close 
proxiuiity.

Alexandria,  Minn.,  Sept-  10,  18G3. 

I  have  just  returned  to  this  post  from 
Fort  Abercrombie,  which  place  I  left 
yesterday  morning.  On  Tuesday  even- 
ing, two  scouts  belonging  to  Capt.  Bar- 
rett's company,  came  in  from  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  Sheyenne  and  Maple  rivers, 
where  they  saw  unmistakeable  signs  of 
Indians,  and  while  pursuing  a  fresh 
trail  of  half  a  dozen  ponies,  two  or  three 
Sioux  emerged  from  a  thicket  close  in 
the  rear  of  the  scouts,  who,  discovering 
the  hostile  intentions  of  the  savages,  put 
spars  to  their  horses,  dashed  through 
the  underbrush  and  made  their  way  to 
tho  fort. 

A  considerable  force  of  the  men  of 
Company  G.,  of  the  Eighth,  (about  half 
of  the  company )  have  for  several  weeks 
been  engaged  in  putting  up  hay  for  Gov- 
ernment use  near  Lake  Traverse.  AVith- 
in  the  last  few  days  Indian  signs  have 
also  been  increasing  in  that  region,  and 
it  is  not  deemed  safe  for  small  parties  to 
wander  about  iu  that  direction.  All 
who  know  the  character  of  the  men  of 
that  sterling  company  will  be  satisfied 
that  it  was  no  trifling  cause  which  made 
them  fear  for  their  safety,  while  out  on 
detached  service. 

!l4(|p||)resence  of  Indians  along  this 
road  has  likewise  been  lately  noted  by 
the  escort  to  the  mail  from  this  post  to 
the  Fort.  But  further  facts  are  unnec- 
essary. AVhether  there  is  any  immedi- 
ate danger  to  be  apprehended  along  the 
frtntier  settlements,  or,  whether  the 
savages  are  approaching  our  borders  in 
pursuit  of  game — which  the  sudden  ap- 
pearance of  herds  of  buffalo,  and  large 
numbers  of  elk  and  deer,  near  Aber- 
crombie aud  other  posts,  renders  prob- 
abie- — I  leave  others  to  determine.  One 
thing,  hov.cver,  >!<  certain,  and  that  is, 
that  iu  spite  of  the  punishment  inflicted 
upju  the  Indians,  we  have 

••Scotched  the  snake,  not  killed  it," 

That  they  are  here  and  around  us, 
and  that  they  are  bolder,  more  daring 
and  more  desperate  than  ever.  : 

Senator  Ramsey's  treaty  expedition  i 
left  here  yesterday  morning  on  its  wind-  : 
iii^-way  to  the  Red  Lake  regions  of  the 
North.  I  met  the  caravan  to-day — the 
noble  Senator  in  a  slouched  hat  and  a 
dripping  oil-cloth  overcoat;  Captains  and 
Lieutenants  looking,  as  I  thought,  moist- 
ly  uuhappy,  and  sighing  for  flesh-pots 
and  warmer,  dryer  quarters  ;  the  edito- 
rial AAlieelock  and  a  small  party  of  oth- 
er distinguished  civilians,  peering  into 
th(!  fog  from  beneath  a  parachute ;  mule 
teams  and  ox  teams;  beef  cattle  and 
horse  cavalry;  mounted  infantry  and 
dismounted  teamsters;  soldiers  and  dro 
vers,  with  noise  and  confusion  indercri- 
ble— slowly  struggling  over  the  broken 
prairie  near  Poiume  de  Terre,  through 
a  cold,  dreary,  foggy,  drizzling  ram. 
The  scene  was  by  no  mean.^  a  happy  one, 
but  I  trust  many  a  bright  and  pleasant 
day  will  greet  the  expedition  on  its  im- 
poj-tant  mission. 


New  York,  Sept.  1:>. — A  Morris  Is- 
land letter  of  the  Uth  to  the  Iff  raid, 
gives  an  account  of  the  recent  boat  ex- 
pedition against  Fort  Sumpter. 

The  flotilla,  consisting  of  between 
twenty-five  and  thirty  boats,  manned  by 
over  1,000  sailors  under  command  of 
Lt.  Commanding  AVilliams,  of  the  AVis- 
sahickon,  and  100  marines  under  com- 
mand of  Captain  3IcCauley.  The  entire 
force  was  commanded  by  Commodore 
Stevens,  of  the  Monitor  Passaic. 

The  boats  were  towed  within  a  short 
distance  of  Fort  Sumpter  when  they  ad- 
vanced. The  l)oats  under  Commander 
AA'illiams,  Lieutenant  lleaney  and  En- 
sign Porter  landed,  and  attempted  to 
run  up  the  ruins  to  the  parapet.  They 
were  tired  upon  by  musketry,  and  hand 
grenades  were  thrown  down  upon  them. 
The  slope  was  so  sharp  they  were  unable 
to  reach  the  parapet. 

A  signal  was  given  from  the  fort,  and 
in  an  instant  all  the  rebel  batteries  open- 
ed on  the  fort,  and  shelled  it  terribly. 
Three  boats  were  smashed  and  all  the 
men  killed  or  captured.  Lieut.  Brad- 
ford, of  the  marines,  was  mortally  woun- 
ded and  captured .  Commander  Reancy 
Lieut.  J*reston,  Lieut,  l^unce.  Dr.  AAHiee- 
ler,  and  Ensign  Porter,  were  also  cap- 
tured. The  entire  list  of  casualties  will 
number  80.  The  remainder  of  the  at- 
tacking i)arty  escajied. 

AVashington,  Sept.  13. — It  is  under- 
stood in  AA'ashington  that  C\en.  (Jiliiiure 
has  tenderly  inquired  of  the  government 
if  he  would  be  justified  in  bombarding 
Charleston  to  its  utter  destruction. 

The  answer  returned,  it  is  said,  was 
such  as  to  <rive  the  country  assurance  of 
a  heap  of  ashe^s  where  Charleston  now 
stands. 

The  report  that  the  i!.ig  which  ;d:;j(!r 
Anderson  had  with  him  at  the  original 
surrender  ef  Sumpter.  hud  been  ea]<- 
tured  by  the  rebels  a  lew  days  ago,  is 
wholly  untrue.

Dcin.,  29,4:J0.      Union  majority  14,01(5. 

The  same  towns  last  year  gave  Co- 
burn  Jtcp.  28.020,  Bradbury  and  Jame- 
son 21.439.  Republican  majority  tlien 
4,481,  which  sho'vs  a  Union  net  i^ain  of 
0,535.  'I'his  includes  about  five-eiLihts 
of  the  aggregate  vote  of  the  State.  The 
aggregate  vote  in  these  towns  is  T2>'91 
against  53,350,  last  year  which  slmws  an 
increase  of  19.535.  which  will  amount 
prttbably  to  2o.oU0  iu  the  State,  making 
113,500  votes  against  8^50 1' of  last 
year. 

The  House  of  Representatives  which 
stood  last  vear  107  reimblicaus  to  74 
democrats,  \vill  stand  better  tliis  year 
for  the  I.'^nion  party,  they  having  gained 
as  far  as  heard  from  three  or. four  mem- 
bers Mithout  losing  any. 

The  Senate  last  year  stood  20  republi- 
cans to  two  war  democrats,  and  three 
peace  democrats.  This  year  it  will  be 
unanimously  uniou.
